Open Action Items:   
Businessman’s Recommendations 
The Committee discussed ways to redevelopment some areas.  Suggestions included 
creating an industrial park across from the old dump and acquiring the Army Reserve 
site on Carver Street.   
 
Community Compact 
Jay Joyce noted Granby’s Community Compact is outdated and requires updating.  The 
latest Community Compact is from 2015.

Grants 
Jay Joyce touched on a few programs that could be of help with potential projects.  
Those programs include MassWorks Municipal Vulnerability Preparedness (MVP) 
program and the Small Town Road Assistance Program (STRAP). 
 
Granby Master Plan 
Jay Joyce noted Granby’s Master Plan is outdated and needs updating. 
 
Dufresne Park Events 
The Committee discussed how Dufresne Park is an asset to the town.  A suggestion 
was made to hire an Event Coordinator to coordinate and promote events at the park. 
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EV Charger Stations 
Jay Joyce reported two EV chargers have been installed at the Senior Center for town 
usage only.  Additionally, four EV chargers were installed at the Middle school which will 
require a commercial credit card for access.   
 
Chapter 61 Land 
Jay Joyce reminded the Committee the town has the Right of First Refusal on any 
Chapter 61 land that is being taken out of Chapter 61. 
 
Solar Massachusetts Renewable Target (SMART) Program 
Jay Joyce reported the Selectboard placed a moratorium on solar systems over 250 kw 
in the Town for one year, expiring 30 June 2019.  In the meantime, the State is in the 
process of updating their regulations. 
 
New Town Hall and Senior Center 
Jay Joyce noted the town received a $4 million bond to construct a new Municipal Town 
Hall and a Senior Center in place of the West Street School.  The project is on hold until 
the money is actually received from the State. 
 
PVPC Assistance – LTA 
LTA Funds were used to conduct the PVPC training on July 17, 2018 
 
New Business 
Net Zero Energy for proposed new Municipal Town Hall and Senior Center
